Family Day activities included a 
variety show featuring young enter- 
tainers, a Greenbelt Day Program 
led by the Mayor and City Council, a 
horseshoe tournament, a moon 
bounce, face painting, a 50/50 raffle, 
tarot readers, Vegas cards, a used 
book sale, dart tournament, an educa- 
tion table hosted by the Recycling 
Advisory Committee, health tests 
and screening performed by the 
Greenbelt Lions club using their 
mobile van, Bingo games, a per- 
formance by the Greenbelt Concert 
Band, and DJ music.

Greenbelt Day Program 

The Greenbelt Day Program 
opened with remarks by Mayor 
Antoinette Bram commemorating 
the city’s 58th year. A sculpture was 
presented by the Mayor to Greenbelt 
American Legion Post 136. Special 
recognition was given by the Mayor 
and council to John DelHomme, 
former conductor of the Greenbelt 
Concert Band. County Council- 
member Audrey Scott presented a 
$25,000 check for the Community 
Center and announced funding for 
two Maryland Park and Planning 
Commission staff positions at the 
center. Finally, the Community was 
presented with $400,000 of bond 
money from the state by Maryland 
State Senator Leo Green. 

Bram introduced honored guests, 
council! members and Greenbelt 
American Legion officers. City 
officials on hand for the ceremonies 
included Mayor Pro-tem Edward 
Putens and Councilmembers 
Thomas White, Rodney Roberts and

Legion Post #136 Commander Joe 
Beam, Kathy Hurm, president of the 
Ladies Auxiliary; and Mike Hurm, 
Squadron Commander represented 
the Greenbe!t American Legion Post 
#136. 

Bram delivered an anniversary 
message to all who attended Green- 
belt Day and to all of the city’s 
citizens. She stated that it was a 
privilege to join the citizens of 
Greenbelt and the host of Family 
Day, American Legion Post, in the 
observance of the anniversary of the 
founding of Greenbelt. The Mayor 
remarked that it is truly a day to 
honor the past and look toward tne 
future and that Greenbelt’s pioneers 
and founders must have enjoyed the 
exercising of their rights and God- 
given talents when they conceived a 
totally planned community. She said 
that time has demonstrated that 
Greenbelt has developed into a 
highly successful city where its 
citizenry have displayed an active 
interest in the promotion of civic 
programs. "They have a reputation 
for possessing boundless energy and 
displaying great enthusiasm,” she 
continued "This represents a healthy 
community spirit.” "This is what 
makes Greenbeltigreat.” 

Bram pointed out that the Green- 
belt “Experiment,” after 58 years 
has made an outstanding contri- 
bution in the fields of civics, public 
service, and community planning. Green- 
belt’s success is evidenced by the 
continuing high level of community 
services, programs, and glowing 
spirit of our residents, she proudly 
remarked, and this spirit is still alive 


and growing. She thanked the crowd 
and guests for being a part of the 
celebration of Greenbelt’s past and 
future. 


Sculpture Presented 

Bram expressed the city’s appre- 
ciation for all of the contributions to 
the community made by the 
members of Greenbelt American 
Legion Post 136. She presented a 
sculpture to the Post in honor of those 
who served and especially those who 
sacrificed their lives for freedom in 
World War II, Korea, Vietnam, 
Desert Storm, and all other conflicts. 
Mayor Bram dedicated the scul- 
pture to the memory of those who 
served and expressed thanks and 
prayers to the Legion including its 
Members and their families. The 
Mayor offered them a salute, and she 
closed the presentation by thanking 
the Legion for hosting the Greenbelt 
Family Day Celebration. 


The sculpture depicts a soldier 
with one hand touching his helmet to 
the ground and the other touching a 
monument or stone while praying 
for his departed comrades. On the 
monument engraved are the words, 
"Honoring all who sacrificed for our 
freedom; greater love has no one 
than this, that one lay down his life 
for his friends.” This is quoted from 
scripture in John 15:13. The scul- 
pture is engraved with these words: 
"Presented to the Greenbelt 
American Legion Family of 
Members for Outstanding 
Community Service; City of 
Greenbelt, June 4, 1995.

City Takes Over Recycling 
Council Supports Gun Ban

Council formally approved a new city-run curbside 
collection program for recyclables at its May 22 regular 
meeting. The councilmembers also took positions in support of 
retaining the federal “assault weapons ban.” 


Thursday, June 29 should be the last 
county collection date for re- 
cyclables. There will be one week 
without recycling collection, then the 
contractor to be hired by council will 
begin collection the week of July 10. 

Because of the short time avail- 
able, a negotiated contract will be 
used for the first year, rather than 
competitive bidding. Council is ex- 
pected to take action on the proposed 
contract at its June 12 regular 
meeting. 

Recycling Coordinator Tracy 
Vincent expects little change in the 
method and schedule of collection 
from the current county procedures. 
Materials will be collected, using the 
same yellow bins currently in use, 
from the curbside for single family 
homes and some townhouses. 
Collection from Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., will continue to be outside the 
service side door. 

The one thing that will change is 
the range of materials collected. 
Mixed paper and cardboard will be 
collected in addition to all materials 
currently collected by the county. 
City refuse service customers will 
automatically receive recycling collec- 
tion (and be billed an additional 
$3.75 per quarter fee). Other single 
family and townhome developments 
can sign up with or without 
receiving normal city refuse 
collection 

After council approved the pro- 
gram, Mayor Antoinette Bram 
praised city staff for developing the 
program on short notice and tried to 
make clear to everyone that it was 
not council’s idea to start charging 
for re-cycling. However, had the city 
stayed in the county recycling 
program, the cost to residents would 
have been $47 per year in fees. Thus, 
she noted, the new $15 fee actually 
will save residents $32. (Note: Accord- 
ing to City Manager Daniel Hobbs, 
the final fee set by the county council 
after the May 15 meeting was $40.) 


Council also introduced an 
ordinance providing for an increase 
of $3 per quarter for city refuse 
customers. 

Gun Contol 

Council unanimously approved, 
under suspension of the rules, a resolu- 
tion proposed by the National 
League of cities opposing repeal of 
the national ban on specific semi- 
automatic “assault” weapons. Council- 
member Rodney Roberts 
emphasized that although he 
considers himself a "strong 
supporter” of the right to bear arms, 
he feels that people do not need 
assault weapons. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
said that overturning the assault wea- 
pons ban would have a significant 
impact on the city police-- it is 
“ridiculous” to create a situation 
where they have to deal with such 
weaons. Councilmember Judith 
Davis stated that "every survey” 
shows “overwhelming support” for 
the ban. } 

Other Actions 

Mayor Bram presented a proclama- 
tion in recognition of the "Poppy 
Drive” to Sandy Dutton of the 
American Legion Auxiliary. 

Mary Gardner, president of the 
Golden Age Club presented Bram 
with a check for a scholarship to 
Camp Pine Tree for a needy child. 

Hobbs showed off the county 
"Historic Site” plaque that will be 
placed on the Community Center. 
The city and county split the $100 
cost of the plaque. 

Council endorsed proposed legisla- 
tion te require arbitrators to con- 
sider Metro’s funding resources in 
resolving contract disputes; to sup- 
port the Maryland Municipal 
League’s position on the national Tele- 
communications Competition and De- 
regulation Act and to provide addi- 
tional funding for research into 
Parkinson’s disease and to improve 
care and assistance for victims and 
their families. 


Greenbelter Recalls Dutch 
Friend Killed at Auschwitz

The Research Institute of the United States Holocaust 
Memorial Museum recently sponsored "Etty Hillesum: An 
Evening of Dutch Reminiscences.” which included reading 
from the diaries and letters of Etty Hillesum, a Dutch Jewish 
woman who died in Auschwitz in 1943. Greenbelter Leonie 
Snatager Penney, a contemporary of Etty’s participated in the 


program. 


Penney grew up in The Hague.She 
received her Master’s degree in 
Economics in 1942, just before the 
universities prevented Jews from 
taking exams. She met Etty during 
her student days in Amsterdam and 
their friendship continued for 


several years. She described Etty as 
surrounded by intellectuals, “post 
graduate students and budding 
artists (whose) .. orientation was 
more literary/philosophical ...We 
came mostly from solid middle class

Check out the Hat Exhibit 


At The Greenbelt Museum

Ladies hats of the 1930’s and 1940’s is the subject of the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum’s latest exhibit, running 
every Sunday through Labor Day weekend at the Greenbelt 
Museum, 10-B Crescent Road. Thirty-one hats are displayed, 
which cover an array of fashion features for the period. 


In the late 1930s, doll hats were 
popular. Curls were piled on top of 
the lady’s head and a small hat was 
pinned or anchored with a rubber tie 
or comb. In some cases, specially 
designed hat grips were positioned 
on each side of the head to hold the 
hat in place. A set of hat grips is 
displayed in the exhibit. 

During World War II, many 
clothing factories were engaged in 
making uniforms and other 
materials used in the war effort, so 
fabrics for hats and other clothing 
items were in short supply. As a con- 
sequence, the size and shape of ladies’ 
hats changed. The small skull cap 
was popular. 

Most of the hats in the exhibit are 
dark in color, black, brown or navy. 
Conventional styles include the 
cloche, sailor, beret and pill box. 
Veils were common. Ornamentation 
included sequins, flowers, ribbons, 
fur and feathers. 

For centuries hats were status 
symbols, visible signs of wealth, 
religion, nationality, political beliefs 
or occupations. The Romans 
crowned their athletes and military 
heroes with laurel wreaths. Crowns 
and head-dresses were symbols for 
royalty. In Renaissance Italy, the 
leading families wore distinctive 
hats as visible reminders of their 
power and wealth. Hats had 
religious symbolism, such as the 





bishop’s mitre. 


In the early years of this country, 
hats were worn by every man, 
woman and child whenever they 
went outside their home. With the 
hat shortage during World War II, 
many women began to wear scarfs. 
Some even went hatless. In the 1950s, 
the popularity of the beehive hairstyle 
and the French twist made hats all 
but impossible to wear. The growing 
informality of fashion and the emph- 
asis on teen styles during the 1960s 
spelled the decline of hats as a 
mandatory form of apparel for women. 


While hats are still popular for 
some types of formal events such as 
weddings, and are customary 
apparel for some religious groups, 
today most western women wear 
hats as a matter of personal choice or 
for protection from the elements. 


The museum’s exhibit was 
organized by FOGM board member 
Mary Linstrom. Hats in the exhibit 
come from the collections of 
Linstrom, Jan Kuhn and Barbara 
Havekost. Ten hats are from the 
Museum’s own Collection. 


The Greenbelt Museum is open 
every Sunday, 1 - 5 p.m. Special 
tours may be arranged by calling the 
Museum at 474-1936. Admission is 
free.

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Mosquito Spraying Begins 


The Maryland Department of Agriculture will begin the 
adult mosquito surveillance and spraying program in 
Greenbelt Wednesday June 14, weather conditions permit- 
ting, between 7 and 11 p.m. Spraying will only be done in 
reported problem areas when the Department of Agriculture 
detemines the problem areas require spraying. Determination 
for treatment for larviciding (treatment of immature stages of 
mosquitos) is made by doing dip counts in the reported 
breeding areas. This work will continue through early September. 


The Greenbelt Public Works 
Department, 474-8004, will take 
citizen requests for mosquito 
spraying. When making a request 
for mosquito spraying, it is 
important to specify the time of day 
when the mosquitos are the worst 
and describe the exact location of the 
problem area. The requests will be 
forwarded to the Department of 
Agriculture each Friday afternoon. 

The Department of Agriculture’s 
policy requires the sprayer operator 
not spray any area where too many 
people are outside. This includes 
children on bicycles, people jogging 
or walking dogs, etc. The operator 
will try to return to the area ata later 
time, but this may not be possible 
due to time constraints. 

Sprayer operators have always 
had a problem in Greenbelt with 
children on bikes, skateboards, etc. 
riding behind their truck to ride in 
and out of the spray. On occasion, 
children have actually tried to 
escape notice of the driver and hold 
onto the back of the truck while 
spray was being released. Contin- 
uation of this inappropriate behavior 
could cause the State to stop the 
spraying program in Greenbelt. 

The Department of Agriculture 
would like to know the location of any 
beekeepers within the city. 
Chemicals used for spraying 
(malathion and permethrin) are 
highly toxic to bees exposed to direct 
treatment or to residues remaining 
on the treated area.

families, and we rebelled against the 
existing Bourgeois values,” Penney 
recalls. “Being young, we never 
doubted our own capabilities . . .” 

Penney described the group as half 
Jewish, half Gentile. Religion was 
not a factor in the heady world of the 
intellect. "We thought about how 
people lived, and why; we thought 
about what we did not like and what 
our values should be and how we 
wanted to change the world,” she 
reflected. 

She described Etty as darkly 
romantic, living in a world where 
suffering became the central theme 
of life. "As the outer world became 
more menacing, suffering became 
more and more a triumphant way 
out. .. The stronger one wanted to 
become, the more one should suffer,” 
Penney commented. 

After the Germans occupied 
Holland, Jews were rounded up and 
sent to Westerbork, a detention 
camp near the German border. 
From there, most were sent to their 
deaths in the Auschwitz concen- 
tration camp in Poland. 

Etty’s friends tried to persuade 
her to go into hiding or to escape toa 
safer place. But, as it stated in the 
book, An Interrupted Life, which 
contains more than 100 of Etty’s 
diary entries and letters, "She did 
not want to escape the fate of the 
Jewish people. She believed that she 
could do justice to life only if she did 
not abandon those in danger, and if 
she used her strength to bring light 


into the life of others. Survivors from 
the camp confirmed that Etty wasa 
‘luminous’ personality to the last. 
Her final letter, a posteard flung 
from a train on its way to Auschwitz, 
read, "We left the camp singing.” 
Penney herself spent the war years 
in Holland. She obtained false ident- 
ity papers and worked as an au pair 
for various households. When ques- 
tioned, she told people she worked 
for rural families because the food 


was better. Of the 15 family mem- 
bears of Penney’s generation living in 
Holland at the time, only six 
survived after the war. 

In 1946, Penney obtained a job with 
the Netherlands Bank processsig 
loans made by the World Bank. In 
1948, she came to Washington to 
work for the World Bank. In 1950 she 
met her future husband, Walter 
Penney at the International Student 
House. In anticipation of the birth of 
their third child in 1957, they moved 
to the Woodland Way subdivision on 
Northway in Greenbelt. After 
raising a family she became a com- 
puter specialist, earning her M.S. 
degree from the University of 
Maryland in 1975. 

Etty Hillesum’s diaries were 
written in the last two years of her 
life. A small portion has been trans- 
lated and published in many parts of 
the World. Penney has been working 
recently to have the remainder of the 
diaries translated and published. 

Others who participated on the 
program at the Holocaust Memorial 
were Betty Rogers, a journalist who 
read from Etty’s diaries and letters; 
Manya Pach, a judge from the 
Netherlands, who talked about 


“Holland and Westerbork during 
the Occupation”; Jan Willem 
Regenhardt, an Amsterdam his- 
torian, who discussed some of Etty’s 
contemporaries whom he had inter- 
viewed over the years; Jan Geurt 
Gaarlandt, a publisher who first saw 
the value of Ettys diaries and was 


responsible for making the writings 
legible and publishing them. 
Gaarlandt noted that Etty’s writings 
are both unique and universal. 

A bronze bust of Ett y created by 
the Dutch sculptor Pieter Starreveld 
was displayed. The bust was donated 
to the Research Institute by Etty’s 
Dutch friends and can be seen in the 
Institute’s library.
